THE INVICTA’S ADVENTURE. 


ENcLANp's Lady Bountiful, the kind-hearted 
and bene- 
volent 
Baroness 
Burdett- 
Coutts, may 
be sincerely 
congratu- 
lated upon 
her happy 
escape from 
what might 
have been а 
perilous 
Channel 
adventure. 
The  Lon- 
don, Chat- 
ham, and 
Dover Railway Company's steamer Invicta, which 
left Calais harbour at fifteen minutes past three 
p.m. on Monday, April 23, for Dover, stranded 
on one of the many sand-banks which skirt 
Calais harbour. The captain tried to clear her 
by passing to the westward of the pier, but here 
the vessel struck again, and became more hope- 
lessly fast than before. From that time until 
nearly midnight the vessel lay on the sands, the 
hull bumping continually on the bottom and 
drifting gradually in-shore. Asthe tide rose there 
was a very heavy ground swell, which caused her 
to roll a good deal. The Invicta gradually drifted 
broadside on the shore. Towards high water 
the Wave, another mail-packet, came out and 
tried to tow the vessel off. A boat was sent off 
from the Invicta to the Wave, but she was struck 
by a sea and capsized, there being a heavy rolling 
swell, although there was not much wind. One 
of the occupants of the boat, а French seaman, 
was drowned. Тһе Wave was obliged to return 
to harbour. The water gradually fell off until 
the vessel was left high and dry on the sands. 
The passengers, including Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts, left the ship by a ladder over the side, 
and walked a long distance across the sands to 
the railway station or to the hotel, as shown in 
our Illustration from the sketch of one of the in- 
convenienced voyagers. Many efforts were made 
to shift the Invicta, and these were at length 
successful; but we trust the Calais authorities 
will see the necessity of removing the dangerous 
sand-banks that imperil steamers entering or 
leaving their ancient port.

been towing each side at the Invicta, succeeded 
in getting the vessel off Calais sands last Sunday 
afternoon. The strong south-westerly wind which 
sprang up during Saturday night proved of the 
utmost value, by shifting the sand which had 
accumulated round Ше steamer.. A large number 
of people assembled to witness the operations, 
and a cheer was raised when. the vessel was seen 
to move off at half-past one o'clock. The vessel 
was towed into Calais harbour about three o'clock. 
She has sustained. no material damage, notwith- 
standing the severe weather she has encountered.

FATAL COLLISION OFF THE 
ISLE OF WIGHT. 


А coLLIiSION occurred in the Channel near the 
Needles last Saturday morning, resulting in the 
loss of twelve lives. The vessels were the 
Smyrna, a sailing-vessel belonging to the Aber- 
deen White Star Line, Captain Thomas Taylor, 
of Aberdeen, outward bound from London, on 
April 24, to Sydney, with a general cargo; and 
the Moto, an iron screw-steamer, Captain Digman, 
of Newcastle-on- Tyne, from Bilbao, on April 26, 
to the Tyne, with a cargo of iron ore. The 
Smyrna sank. The bows of the Moto were badly 
stovein, and the vessel was only saved by her 
water-tight bulkheads. ‘Three of the steamer's 
boats were lowered at once, and, together with 
the steamer, returned to the spot where the 
collision occurred. The second mate of the 
Smyrna, named Walker, jumped on board the 
Moto, and two of the crew were hauled on board. 
The boats saved fifteen others. The drowned 
include the London pilot, Mr Colby; Mr. Thomas 
Taylor, captain; Mr. Fowler, third mate; the 
carpenter, the cook, and seven able seamen of 
the Smyrna. The Moto remained оп the spot 
upwards of an hour, and. then steamed slowly to 
Southampton, arriving in dock at ten a.m. on 
Sunday morning. The men went to the South- 
ampton Sailors’ Home. 


A Brave Ficur does the daughter of Madame 
Rachel appear to have made of it to hold her 
head up against the ill-luck that has followed 
her since the death of her husband, Mr. Turner. 
Mr. 'Iroutbeck, deputy Coroner for West- 
minster, held an inquest on Monday concerning 
the death of Mrs. Héléne Crosmond-Turner, the 
lady who shot herself with a revolver ai the 
corner of Clarges-street on Thursday evening 
last week, while driving in a cab along Piccadilly. 
Evidence was given to show that she had endured 
much trouble since her husband died, seven years 
ago; and that she had been a constant sufferer 
from neuraigia, in consequence of which she had 
acquired the habit of taking opiates.

The contract had been torn up by herself under a 
misapprehension, and it was reported to her on 
the day of the suicide that the negotiations for its 
renewal had terminated unfavourably.
